1. (S/NOFORN) This report provides documentation of a remote viewing 
session conducted for training purposes only. 


2 (S/NOFORN) The protocol used for this session is detailed in document 
GRILL FLAME Protocol, AMSAA Applied Remote Viewing Protocol (S), undated. 


3 (S/NOFORN) Post session analysis on target viewing indicates the 
viewer had a considerable amount of correlation. The viewer's attitude 
was positive. 


4 (S/N0F0RN) Following is a transcript of the viewer's impressions 
during the remote viewing session. AT TAB A are drawings and narrative 
by the remote viewer. At TAB B is target cuing information. Also 
included is available target data.
